FEDERAL MONEY IS 
ALLOTED FOR WORK 
ON STATE PRISON 


Site South of Ontario Will Be 
Developed When Legal 
Proceedings End 








Total of $1,527,695 in federal 
money is available today for 
construction of El Rincon state 
prison on Euclid avenue south 
of Ontario. The money has been 
alloted as a WPA grant. 

Gevenor Frank Merriam has 
before him for signature an ap- 
propriation measure calling for 
$2,000,000 as the state’s’ sharein 
construction of the project. His 
signature and completion of con- 
demnation proceedings for the 
site are necessary before actual 
work can be started. 

Ralph W. Smith, WPA direc- 
| tor, announced today final- ap- 
proval of tle federal allotment. 
Under the arrangement the state 
is to provide materials and the 
WPA the labor. Construction 
is scheduled to extend over three 
years and the state and the WPA 
will be called upon to make ad- 
ditional allotments. Total cost 
is estimated at $9,581,143 with 
the state paying $5,866,210. 

The site includes 1300 acres 
south of Ontario extending from 
Euclid avenue to Central avenue. 
Condemnation proceedings have 
been started looking to the 
state’s ownership of the proper- 
ty. When the title is obtained, 
actual work can be started. It 
will be several months, however, 
before the final proceedings aze 
completed, it is estimated. 

Plans call for a prison that 
will house 3500 first offenders 
in five large cell blocks and 58 


dormitories. The project was 
proposed by the 1935 legislature 
to relieve congestion at San 


Quentin and. Folsom penitentiar- 
ies, and at the same time offer 
facilities for first offenders, seg- 
regating them from habitual 
criminals with whom they are 
now imprisoned, 

A rehabilitation program wili 
be developed with class rooms, 
gymnasiums, swimming pools 
and shops. The 1300 acres will 
be farmed and landscaped. The 
project is designed to be largely 
self-supporting, the farm  pro- 
ducts providing food and money 
for the prison and other state 
institutions. 

The WPA grant is in the form 
of three projects, covering con- 
struction of the prison buildings, 
walls and fences, shop, ware- 
house and office structure and 
for installing water, sewage, 
steam-heating and drainage sys- 
tems.

TO REGAIN ENERGY 





It is reported that Congress—after several sessions in which 
it appropriated and spent, almost as a matter of routine and 
with little debate, unprecedented sums of money and permit- 
ted the national debt to exceed the $35,000,000,000 mark—is 
seriously considering the proposal to reduce all appropriations 
by 10 per cent. 

Vice-President Garner is said to be one of the leading spirits 
behind the movement. If he and his backers succeed they will 
do the nation a service of inestimable importance. © 

The 10 per cent cut in appropriations would save about 
three-quarters of a billion dollars. This saving would permit 
the budget to be balanced in 1938 and eliminate the fear of 
still more deficits, still more debt and still more inflation. It 
would go a long way toward restoring lost confidence in our 
fiscal policy. It would spur recovery and stable prosperity, 
freer from artificial, speculative booms and hysterical reces- 
sions. 

To say that expenses cannot be cut by this small percentage 
is absurd. Waste abounds in almost every branch of govern- 
ment—from the printing office to the national defense depart- 
ments. Waste characterizes the building of public works, the 
administration of relief, the conduct of a hundred overlapping, 
over-manned bureaus. 

There is a real movement afoot to cut costs and restore 
financial integrity—and it should be demanded by _ every 


citizen.

The largest 
item of expense, it is said, woulc 
be the tube. This tube, costing 
about $150, should operate for, 
around 1,500 hours, which would 
show a depreciation of 10 cents 
per hour. !
